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London, March 6. — The oxcitomf nt 
occasioned by the semes in the house 
of commoiui Tuesday night is still 
yenr oTldcnt, and when the house met 
at noon. In view of possible disturb- 
ances, the wh<)l«> poi'r.' force on duty 
at St. Stephen's hail h.pn moblUMd 
and reinforced by reserves. 

John Redmond apeedtly roM and 
raised a question- of privilege regard- 
ing the "painful scenes of last night." 
" He cl;iinu'(l tliat iiicinbi'i s had bi-cn 
suspended without proper steps being 
taken to identify them, and that their 
removal had been accompanied by un- 
due violence. He was satisfied, he 
said, that niomhers were suspended 
who had actually gone to the lobby to 
participate in the division. 

The speaker. Interrupting, pointed 
out that Mr. Redmond was not 'raising 
a question of privilege, but a point of 
order. If he was properly inforuud of 
any wrongful suspension he (th:- 
speaker) would be glad to take steps 
to rectify them. 

Mr. Redmond tried to move an ad- 
journmt nt, and appeaitd to Mr. Bal- 
four to give the members an opportu- 
nity for discussion. 

Mr. Balfour, remarklnz tiiat he pre- 
sumed it was desired to institute 
means for preventing a recurrence of 
the scenes of Tuesday nl^ht, promised 
to consider what opportunity for dis- 
cussion could be giren. The subject 
was then dropped. 

Violent Disorder. 

It was an exhibition ot unexampled 
violence and disorder in the British 
house of commons when ten Irish 
members, who had refused to pbsy the 
speaker's order to leave the hou^e, 
Were diaiAKcd out by police. Tuesday 
night, and it was the first time In his- 
tory that police bad been seen on the 
floor of the house. 

The vote on the account of the civil 
service for £17,000,000 ($86,000,000) 
had been closured after a single night s 
discussion devoted wholly to English 
education. No Irish member had 
spoken, although several Irish depart- 
ments were Included in the vote. There 
had been an understanding that if the 
evening were given to English educa- 
tion other questions would be discuss- 
Od at a subsequent sitting. 

When Mr. Dalfour moved the clo- 
sure the Irish members protested loud 
ly. John Redmond, Mr. Dillon and 
older heads of the Irish party had left 
the house, understanding that no fur- 
ther business would be done, and some 
of the younger Irishmen beiame des- 
perately excited over Mr. Balfoui's 
attempt to overreach them. There 
was no time for deliberate council 
and it was decided that they should 
refuse to go ii\to the division lobby 
when called upon by the chair to do 80. 

Speaker Gully was called In, and the 
names of ten Irishmen who had dis- 
obeyed the chairman's order were 
taken down and they were namad for 
suspension. A terrific tumult arose. 
Mr. Halfour looked appalled at the re- 
sult of his action, but nothing could 
Stem the torrent of passion on the 
Irish benches. At a signal from th( 
sergeant tha door of the house was 
opened and about 20 policemen ap- 
peared. It was a spectacle that struck 
with horror all who witnessed it. The 
temper of the Irishmen became more 
dangerous than ever. The speaker ap- 
pealed to them to obey the orders of 
the house. They shouted back defi- 
ance. The ministers and their support- 
ers looked on shamefaced at the scene 
baing enacted — worae than any that 
tad ersp taken plaeo in tbe Anstrian 
Mlolwrath. 

Dragged Out Bodily. 
Eugene Crean, the member for 
Southeast Cork, struggled desperately 
against removal, and there was quite 
a free fight on the floor lasting for five 
minutes, other irishmen assisting him. 
Eventually he was carried out bodily 
by six poUooman amid yells and 
«eheers. The police then returned and 
carried out each of the remaining re- 
calcitrants in the same manner, al- 
though there was no further actual re- 
sistance. Six policemen sufficed for 
each member, with the ezcoption o( 
Mr. Flavin, who Is a big mu fUl4 '•r 
quired eight. Many, M they were 
being carried out, waved their hands 
and shouted, "Ood s^ive trelfmd." 

A miofToment iras made ^y some of 
tho younger men to rush across the 
floor and throw themselves on the 
ministerialists, but it was checked by 
their older colleagues, who appealed 
t9 tliem to I; 2 <mllsfl«d with tbs pro 



lest tliey were making. 

It Is lmiK>s8ible to convey any idea 
of the state of demoralisation to which 

the house was reduced by th<>s<> unpre 
cedented scenps. In former occasions 
Irish members who had refused to go 
Into the division lobby were suspend 
ed, but when ord.ved out thoy left 
with the sergeant a irms. NOTOr had 
a member been di ged out by force. 

T 'n members < ^ , had been named 
originally for disc eying the mandate 
of the <ehalr, but ."tl the other Irish- 
men present, 30 in number, determined 
to follow the example and to compel 
the government tO raquisltlOtt the po- 
lice once mere. 

Mr. Balfoar moved the adjournment 
of the bouse— -usually a formal motion. 
The Irishmen shouted "no," but thoy 
omitted to name tellers In the division, 
and so the challenge fell to the ground, 
the speaker declariuK the aye s had it. 
The Irish members continued th( ir 
demonstration 'as the ministeriali.^ts 
left the house. 

It is understood Mr. Halfour proposes 
to alter the house of commons rule re- 
lating to suspensions, providing a 
punishment so severe as to make a 
repetition *of such a revolt against the 
aiithority of the chair unlikely. 

Mr. Balfour subsequently gave no- 
tice of a motion to suspend such of- 
fenders, hereafter, for the romaindor 
of the session. 

Contra Comments. 

Dublin. March 0. — Commenting uprui 
the night's sci-nes in the bou.se (jf 
commons, the Freeman's Journal ro 
joices that "Ireland at last possesses 
a party that will teach Westminster 
that if the rights of Ireland are to b - 
sacrificed, the character and privilege s 
of parliament will accompany the sac 
riflce."

of getting sufTi< lent support and main 
tenance in London from their own 
countrymen, those pretending to rej) 
resent Ireland, meditating a mendicant 
pilgrimage to tjie 'land of the dollar,' 
fondly Imagine brutiUty will ssrve as 
bold advertisement."

Washington. .Marc li 0. — When tho 
senate convened the galleries were 
packed with people, a majority of 
whom, as before, were visitors to the 
city. The executive gallery was 
ablaze with blue, gold eord and epau- 
lettes, the visitors being members of 
the staff of Governor Yates of Illinois. 

Promptly at noon Vice President 
Roosevelt entered the chamber. As 
he stepped forward to his desk to call 
the senate to order a burst of applause 
ran through the galleries. The vice 
president seised his gavel and rapped 
sharply twice for order. Glancing 
sternly around the galleries, he said: 
"If there is any applause or disorder 
the sergeant-at-arms will clear the 
galeries." 

The chaplain in his invocation re- 
ferred with deep pathos to the sorrow 
which had falh n upon the i"ir.;or sen- 
ator from Alabama (.Mr. Pettus) a:id 
his wife in the death of their only son. 

Mr. Piatt (Conn.)' called up the 
amendment to the rules of which 1h 
gave notice, relating to the limitat!(ui 
of debate. After the amondni' lit w;is 
read Mr. Teller (Colo.) inquired of Mr. 
Piatt whether he expected to secure 
action upon the amendment at the 
present extraordinary session. .Mr. 
Flatt replied that he did not wish to 
discuss the proposed amendment at 
the present time. He wished to have 
the amendment referred to the com- 
mittee on ru.es, but he doubted very 
much whether the committee on rub s 
could consider it so tully as to enable 
the sehate to taki> action upon it at 
this session. ...e had felt, he said, that 
the senate ought to change its rules, 
and he had thotight the proper time to 
introduce his proposition was at the 
bc^f^inning of a new session of con 
gress. After a short debate the reso 
lution was referred to the committee 
on rules. 

Mr. Morgan then addressed the sen 
ate on his resolution to abrogate the 
Ciayton-Bulwer treaty. 

Mr. Morgan said he did not boast 
of the power of the United States in 
money, men or valor, but he was thor 
OUghly conscious of tin m and slori( d 
in that consciousness, because he knew 
When the supreme moment should 
come and any power in the world 
should undertake to bridle the United 
States by placing su( h restraints upon 
her sovereignty as were contained in 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty the Amerl 
can people would resist to the blttci 
end, "and that reslstence," he exclaim 
ed vf iiementl.w "will mean the wipie.^ 
out of any power on earth that under 
takes the job."

Tbe cffiuers of the committee were 
elected aa follow* : Jamea Edward Hardy, 
Chairman ; C. C. Stoll, Vice Chairman ;

County Work Department Secretary. 

H\uit the force of aecretariea bas been 
enlarged to meet the demands of tbe 
growing work, the Advisory Committee 
reported, snggeettng a new policy for the 
year's work, which was unanimously 
adopted. It was found that tbe new as- 
sociation year begins with a balsncn 
from last year of f 18 L'7. At the State 
convention a few days &xo a larger 
amount in subscriptions for the new 
year's work was raised than ever before, 
but as plans were made for a very much 
larger work it will b« naoaaaaiy to mlae 
and expend $8,000. 

It was voted to reinme the publication 
of the quarterly known at "Kentucky's 
Young Men;" to furnish to the news- 
papers of the State a report, at least once 
a Miontli, of the progress of the work ; to 
esUblisb a system whereby corresponding 
membera shall be appointed in plaoea all 
over tbe State, whoce <Iuty it shall be to 
notify tbe State Committee of the depar- 
ture of young men to attend college or to 
reside in other places, so that tbe associa- 
tion workers or pastors may be notified 
of their coming. 

It was decided to establieh association 
work at tbe State Guard encampment 
this summer, to prosecute the county 
work and organize at least one mountain 
county during tbe year; to give proper 
emphasis to the growing work of the 
railroad and student departmenta, and to 
undertake greater plana than ever before 
in this work for the young man of Km* 
tucky.

plain, practical and uuawiumiug in manner. Aa 
a Christian, ratiring and modeat; loved bia 
church, and when the hour cane to die was 
really, eiij ivlng a happy peare with Ciod and all 
men. re^tiiiK lirmly on the sure proinireaof Ood, 
Hiui expressing that trust to those about bim.
